to me what you might learn. If your police oro not directly involved, which nay easily be 

the case, this is not to say they liad no knowledge, which is not easy to beliove. Given 
the desire, you con learn more of this disgraoeful incident which should shame any docent 
person connected with any respeotablo institution of learning. 

It is not even truthful to sa 7 you oan't be "helpful", for it would be "helpful" to 
undo ths damage I sustained, the physical damage to my property, the ruin of a Val-a-Pak, 
and an expensive tape recorder and typewriter, both brand new. 

The difference in thw tome of your letters before Sana tor Ervin gave you the clianoe 
to set.rn to bathe yourself clean and after xxaixtxw is clear.
